He 
regretied that $1,0u0,0U0 worth of car- 
riages were imported into Canada last 
year, ind expressed the opinion that 
these gcods should have been manufac- 
tured by Canadian workmen.” 

Buggies (carriages) are admitted at 
a duty of 30 per cent. This duty was 
not further reduced in 1897 presumabiy 
because buggies are toa certain extent 
a luxury.

Anderson & Co., opposite the bridge, are 
nearing « close for the season, except 
in making dry pressed brick, The frost 
does not interfore so much with the 
making of thesq anl it is expected 
that the machine manufacturing them 
will be run for some weeks yet. 

In the early part of the season much 
time was spent in opening up and im- 
proving the yard as last year only a 
beginning was made, The construction 
work this year includes an engine and 
boiler room with coal sheds; installa- 
tion of a second boiler; refitting of 
considerable machinery; fitting up of 


a tramway 125 yards long from the 
clay pits to the platform over the 
prick machines, with cable car and 


winding drum; 16 drying sheds each 
180 feet long with capacity for 12,000 


brick each; plank runways over the en- 
tire yard; grading of road leading to 
yard with bridge over Mill. Creek, and 


of road from coal sheds tof mine in iMill 
Creek bank; one permanent kiln with 
capacity tor 150,000 brick and clearing 
the wood off about 12 acres of yard. 

Besides the time spent in construc- 
tion, a break occurred on the engine 
which took considerable time to re- 
pair. About two months in all were 
jost from actual brick making. 

The manufactured material includes 
pressed, wire cut. Ornamental, holiow 
and fire brick, and tile, 

The pressed brick is made from dry 
clay ground fine and shaped by means 
of great pressure. Jt makes the best 
of facing brick being very hard and 
smooth with perfect edges. The size is 
8 1-2x2 3-8x41-8 inches, each brick 
weighing 51-4 pounds. 

The wire cut brick is the ordinary 
building brick 81-4x21-4x4 inches, 
weighing 43-4 pounds, 

The ornamental brick is made by spe- 
cial dies fitted to the wire-cuti ma- 
chine, 7 styles being manufactured at 
present, 

Only a few hollow brick were made as 
an experiment, They are made 41-2x8 
1-2x15 inches with 2 
inches through the flat side.

P. L. Naismith, manager of the Al- 
berta Railway & Coak Co., of Leth- 
bridge, was in town on Tuesday to se- 
cure laborers for the coal mines. The 
Pennsylvania coal strike is at last af- 
fecting Alberta mines and the increas- 
ed demand requires that the comapny 
put on more men. He expected to be

Raymond with its Cl aa sugar 
refinery is the wonder of South Al- 
berta. In August, 1901, there was 
nothing there. Now there is a town 
of 600 people. Four to five thousand 
acres of excellent crop was harvested 
in the immediate vicinity this season, 
and next season aS many, acres of 
sugar beets will be grown. A roller 
mill of 125 barrels daily capacity is in 
process of erettion. Also an elevator. 
The foundation of a half million dgllar 
sugar beet factory will be laid this fall 
to be completed next fall in time to 
work up the crop of beets. The fac- 
tory will have a capacity of 400 tons 
of sugar beets per day, and will run 
from three to four months each season; 
that is from Oct. Ist to some timd in 
December. Sugar heets are estimated 
to yield 18 tons to the acre. The 
growth of these beets and the manu- 
facture of sugar has proven a success 
in Utah and chemical tests give a 
higher percentage of sugar in ‘the beets 
grown near Lethbridge. 

During the past season all crops grew 
without irrigation, but in case of 
drouth all the land under cultivation 
can be irrigated from the big = .S. 
Mary’s irrigation canal. Tné rain fall 
this season was about 30 inches, Siome-

WHITE WHALE LAKE 


A letter was received last week from 
the postmaster general saying that 
tenders would be asked for a _ fort- 
nightly postal service to our settle- 
ment, While we are thankful for this 
recognition of our nceds, it will not 
meet our requirements, Our petition 
was for a weekly service. As it is now, 
we get our mail almost every , week 
and sometimes oftener from Stomy 
Plain postoffice; for there is usually 
some settler going down to Stony Plain 
or Edmonton every week to get sup- 


plies; and whoever goes brings up the } 


whole mail for the settlement. 


A writer in a recent issue of the 
Bulletin spoke of Lake St. Anne as 
noted for the excellent flavor of its 
fish. and White Whale lake for the 
abundance of its supply. This writer 
does not apparently know that. large 
quantities of fish have been taken from 
White Whale lake and sold in Edmon- 
ton as Lake St. Anne fish by ‘persons 
whose ideas of truthfulness have never 
been rightly developed.

Quite a number of our seitlers have 
recently received notice of the imposi- 
tion of a land tax for local improve- 
ment purposes, As no local improve- 
ment district had been organized “by 
the people here it caused some surprise, 
but enquiry develops the fact that an 
Order-in-Council has formed all the 
territory between south side of tp. 
50 and south side of ip. 69, and between 
west side of range 8, west th they 4:h 

and west side of range 6, west of the 
5th, into large local improvement dis- 
trict No. 542. It is an area of 10 town- 
ships by 25 townships, the only parts 
excepted being those previously organ- 
ized into small local improvement dis- 
tricts. 1t reaches from beyond Whiie 
Whale lake away beyond Beaver iake; 
surely a good sized district, Evidenily 
the government has resolved that every 
one must. bear a share of the load 
of taxation, willingly or unwiilingly. 
It will likely lead to the organization 
of small local improvement districts 
electing their own overseers, 


The settlers south of White §Vhale 
lake reserve were quite sure they had 
their school district organized. They 
secured-instruction, but no Ordinance, 


from Regina, and followed these in- 
struction to the letter; yet 
when the report was sent io 
Regina an official was able’ to 
find flaws in it as not  bemg 


according to the Ordinance. This of 
fical failed to send the Ordinance in 
the first place when asked for it, but 
sent printed instructions. The result 
is the settlers have had tq call another 
meeting and go through al! the cere- 
mony again to satisfy this aaficial 
whose blundering caused all the trou- 
ble. It is a rather unsatisfactory way

$60,181,808 were duliable articles and 
$60,632,942 were free. Our imports of 
free goods showed an increase of more

Now, if the tariff is to be increased 
for the purpose of hitiing the Ameri- 
cans, the proper course would seem to 
be to begin by putiing a duty; oni thaiar- 
ticles which pay no duty whatever. But 
strange as it may seem, the Manufac- 
turers’ Association proposes not that 
we put a duty on the free goods. but 
that we increase the duties on articles 
now subject to a tariff of from 26 tg 
50 per cent. It is true they are quite 
prepared to put a heavy duty on such 
articles as fence wire snd binder twine, 
but these two articles do not consti- 
tute 5 per ceni of our free imports. If 
any Oo: our readers will turn to the 
year book for 1901, issued by the Do- 
mintion government, ihey will see that 
the great bulk of our free imports from 
the United States is made up of articles 
that ihe manufactuers them- 
selves,
